Last Night on the Back Poroh” alongside 
the folk tuncs of the Middle Ages as examples 
‘of important contributions towards musical 
‘evelopment. 

A Lasting Craze. 

Another reason which loads this heretic to 
pin his faith to modern dance music is the 
ook that i has not yot proved a mere " flash 
in tho pan”—the emaze of only one or two 
seasons. If Ragtime had died out ax suddenly 
‘iy St appeared, then we might have written it 
‘off the musical balance-ebect aa a form of 
‘musical madness, allied, perhaps, to cubism ; 
hut Ragtime and its subsequent modifioations 
have heen with us at Teaat twelve years, and 
‘cach year this new, brisk, shythimic form of 
Tousieal expression grows richer in tone. Syneo- 
yreted dance musi reflects the spicit of 
to-day such as the walts reflected the senti- 
nientality of the nineteenth contury, 

Moder dance music is refreshing when 
taken in reasonable doves, ‘The B.B.C. have 
ro placed it in their programmes that it does 
root become obtrasive. It is radiated only at 
hhours outside thooo usually observed in the 
concert world, May it long continue! D. W.
